Bush Ads Anger 9/11 Kin 


Images of World Trade Center, rescue workers draw fire 


WASHINGTON I President Bush’s campaign 
commercials — on the air just one day — 
have angered several relatives of victims of 
the Sept. 11, 2001 attacks, and a firefighters 
union that has endorsed Democratic rival 
John Kerry demanded the ads be pulled. 

The White House defended the com- 
mercials, which show images of the skeletal 
remains of the World Trade Center and fire- 
fighters bearing a stretcher through the rubble. 

“It makes me sick,” said Colleen Kelly, who 
lost her brother Bill Kelly Jr., in the attacks 
and leads a group for victims’ families called 
Peaceful Tomorrows. “Would you ever go to 
someone’s grave site and use that as an instru- 


ment of politics? That truly is what Ground 
Zero represents to me.” 

The controversy erupted as Bush’s re- 
election campaign began airing the com- 
mercials nationally on cable television and 
on broadcast stations in about 80 media 
markets in 18 states. 

The ads refer both to the terrorist attacks 
and to the recent recession, and are designed 
to project Bush as a candidate offering “steady 
leadership in times of change.” 

Bush had said he would not use the attacks 
for political gain. His aides defended the use 
of the images. 

“Sept. 11 changed the equation in our pub-

Bush: Kerry Will Reverse Tax Cuts 


President defends his 
fiscal policies during 
Calif, campaign swing 

BAKERSFIELD, CALIF. I PresidentBush 
charged Thursday that Democratic 
rival John Kerry’s approach to 
recent tax cuts would be to “take 
them away” and use the money to 
expand the federal government. 

“I have abetter idea: to keep this 
economy growing and to create jobs, 
the tax cuts must be permanent,” 
Bush said at a fund-raiser where he 
banked more than $700,000 for a 
re-election war chest that already 
dwarfs Kerry’s. 

It was the final stop on a two-day, 
$5 million dash through California 
for political cash. 

“My opponent has plans for the 
tax cuts. He wants to take them 
away,” Bush said in Santa Clara. 

In fact, the Massachusetts sen- 
ator and Bush both would keep in 
place key tax cuts that are due to 
expire at the end of the year: an 
increase in the child tax credit; tax 
reductions for some married couples 
who would pay more than they would

as individuals; and an expansion of 
the bottom 10 percent tax bracket.

Kerry’s campaign hit back even 
before Bush started talking. It 
noted that hundreds of thousands 
more people are unemployed in 
California than when Bush 
took office in January 2001.

Bishop Under Fire for Alleged Sex Abuse 



Some Mexicans to Get 
A Pass on Entry Rules 


SPRINGFIELD, MASS. I A prosecu- 
tor said Thursday he will pursue 
sex- abuse charges against retired 
Springfield Bishop Thomas Dupre, 
who has been accused of molesting 
two altar boys in the 1970s while he 
was a parish priest. 

If a grand jury indicts him, 
Dupre would become the first 
bishop charged in the sex scandal 
that engulfed the Roman Catholic 
church two years ago. 

There have been at least a dozen 
grand jury investigations involv- 
ing bishops, and four bishops have 


resigned after being accused of sex- 
ual misconduct. 

Dupre, 70, stepped down Feb. 11, 
citing health reasons. His retirement 
came a day after The Republican 
newspaper of Springfield confront- 
ed Dupre with the past abuse alle- 
gations. 

The exact charges Hampden 
District Attorney William Bennett 
plans to seek were not immediate- 
ly known. 

Dupre’s lawyer, Michael 
Jennings, has not commented on 
the allegations, (ap) 


WASHINGTON | The Bush adminis- 
tration will back off plans to require 
that visa- carrying Mexicans who 
make short visits to America and 
stay close to the border be finger- 
printed and photographed. The 
Associated Press has learned. 

The move is a concession to 
Mexican President Vicente Fox, who 
begins a two -day visit to President 
Bush’s ranch in Crawford, Texas, 
on Friday. 

A congressional official who was 
briefed Thursday by the Homeland 
Security Department said on condi- 
tion of anonymity that the adminis- 
tration will not require the finger- 
prints and photographs at the border. 

During testimony before a con- 
gressional panel, Asa Hutchinson, 
Homeland Security’s undersecretary 
for border and transportation, would 
only say the idea was under consid- 
eration. However, afterward he told 


reporters, “I think that is what prob- 
ably will be necessary.” 

Agustin Gutierrez Canet, a 
spokesman for Fox, called the devel- 
opment “a friendly and positive ges- 
ture toward Mexico.” 

Mexicans make millions of quick 
trips across the bor- 
der each year. 

Those who have 
so-called laser visas 
currently are allowed 
to stay in the country 
H utch i nson three days provided 

they stay close to the 
border. The visas generally are held 
by people who need to make fre- 
quent quick trips across the border. 

As part of the new US -VISIT 
program, those people were to be 
fingerprinted and photographed 
before crossing the border starting 
sometime before the end of the year.

Dozens of same-sex 
applicants turned away 
by city clerk’s office 

N E W Y 0 R K I The fight over gay mar- 
riages reached the nation’s largest 
city Thursday as dozens of same- 
sex couples lined up for licenses but 
were turned away, even as officials 
in other liberal pockets vowed to 
continue defying laws against the 
permits. 

Couples who came to the New 
York City clerk’s office were handed 
thick letters explaining that local 
law prohibits gay marriages, based 
on a ruling a day earlier from the 
city’s top lawyer. 

“We’re disappointed, but we 
think it’s important for people to 
come here,” said Mara Gottlieb, 33, 
who was first in line with partner, 
Camille Gonzalez. “We want the 
politicians to know that this isn’t 
going away.” 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg has 
vowed to enforce the law, and state 
Attorney General Eliot Spitzer also 
said Wednesday that gay weddings 
are illegal, though one small -town 
mayor has conducted gay marriages 


and another plans to try to obtain 
licenses. 

Mayors and county officials in 
California, New Mexico and Oregon 
have also allowed gay marriages 
since the wedding march began 
Feb. 12 in San Francisco. 

In Portland, Ore., county offi- 


cials issued 422 licenses to gay 
couples Wednesday and resumed 
on Thursday morning. 

Most of the applications were by 
Oregon couples but there were a few 
from Seattle and Washington state, 
said Stephanie Soden, a county 
spokeswoman, timothy williams (ap) 


Documents Reveal Near 
Reversal of Roe v. Wade 


WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
was ready in 1992 to effectively over- 
turn the landmark Roe v. Wade rul- 
ing legalizing abortion, but Justice 
Anthony M. Kennedy got cold feet, 
and the vote went the other way. 

Internal notes in the papers of 
late Justice Harry A. Blackmun pro- 
vide a glimpse of the secretive deal- 
ings that led to the court’s ruling in 
Planned Parenthood v. Casey that 
year. Blackmun’s extensive records 
from 24 years on the court were 
opened Thursday, the fifth anni- 
versary of his death. 

Blackmun’s paper legacy brought 
scholars and others to the Library 
of Congress’s vast reading room to 
rifle through boxes containing the 
documents. 

His voluminous files contain 
draft after draft of the Casey ruling 
with his handwritten notes in the 


margins, sometimes agreeing with 
other justices and sometimes look- 
ing for ways to change their minds. 
The files also contain memos from 
Blackmun’s law clerks suggesting 
changes or strategies that might 
persuade more justices to join his 
views. 

Blackmun had 
written the Roe 
ruling in 1973, 
and had guarded 
it from previous 
attack from con- 
servative justices. 
Blackmun’s notes show that Chief 
Justice William H. Rehnquist led 
a five -justice majority to overrule

German court cites 
U.S. refusal to grant 
access to key witness 

KARLSRUHE, GERMANY I A German 
court Thursday overturned the 
world’s only conviction for the Sept. 
11 attacks and ordered a retrial for 
a Moroccan found guilty last year 
of aiding the Hamburg cell of sui- 
cide hijackers. 

Mounir el Motassadeq’s convic- 
tion on more than 3,000 counts of 
accessory to murder and member- 
ship in a terrorist organization was 
flawed because the lower court 
failed to properly 
consider the absence 
of evidence from a 
key witness who is 
in U.S. custody, the 
Federal Criminal 
Court ruled. 

The United 
States refused to allow testimony 
by Ramzi Binalshibh, thought to be 
the Hamburg cell’s key contact with 
al Qaeda. Binalshibh was captured 
in Pakistan and is in secret U.S. cus- 
tody. El Motassadeq acknowledges 
knowing the hijackers, but he says 
he knew nothing about their plans 
— and maintains Binalshibh could 
confirm this. 

The appeals court said the lower 
court erred by failing to consider 
whether the lack of direct evidence 
from Binalshibh should have influ- 
enced its decision. The jailed 
29 -year-old’s case now returns to 
court in Hamburg, geir moulson (ap)

France’s Handling of Threats Blasted 


Group says public had right to know of rail plot 


PARIS I A leading consumer group 
accused the government of jeopar- 
dizing public safety by keeping quiet 
— and asking media to follow suit — 
about extortionists’ threats to attack 
France’s busy rail network. 

“The French people should have 
been informed of the threat, which 
was known and being taken seri- 
ously,” the Federation of Transport 


Users said in a statement. 

In letters sent in December and 
February to President Jacques 
Chirac and Interior Minister Nicolas 
Sarkozy, the previously unknown 
group AZF demanded $5.2 mil- 
lion and threatened nine rail tar- 
gets. One letter led police to find 
and detonate what they described 
as a sophisticated bomb. 


The Interior Ministry first dis- 
closed the investigation in a fax to 
news organizations Tuesday asking 
them not to report it. La Depeche du 
Midi, a regional newspaper, was the 
only outlet not to self- censor. 

Justice Minister Dominique 
Perben defended the government’s 
silence. “Do you think there’s any 
less danger this morning now that 
the press is talking about it?” he 
asked, jocelyn gecker (ap) 


U.S. Steps Up Patrols in 
Haiti, But Kiilings Go On 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I U.S. 
Marines trained their rifles down 
gritty streets and into a teeming 
market as they patrolled the Haitian 
capital’s streets Thursday, drawing 
some smiles and some hostility but 
no resistance. 

Some passers-by held up photo- 
graphs of Jean-Bertrand Aristide, 
who fled the country Sunday as reb- 
els neared the capital and the United 
States pressed him to leave. 

Despite the arrival of the van- 
guard of a UN. peacekeeping mis- 
sion, however, the killings contin- 
ued. In Gressier, 6 miles west 
of Port-au-Prince, the bodies of 
four men were seen in the street 
on Thursday. All were shot in the 
head and three had their hands 


tied behind their backs. And in 
Petit- Goave, residents described 
Thursday how a man accused of 
killing Aristide opponents met a 
brutal and tortuous end. 

The previous day, residents took 
the man to the morgue to show him 
the bodies of his alleged victims, 
then forced him into the street, beat 
him and set him ablaze. 

“They had to kill him,” one wit- 
ness said of the mob. “They had to 
treat evil with evil.” (ap)

Summer of 2003 the Hottest 
In 500 Years, Study Says 

Lastyear’s deadly summer in Europe 
probably was the hottest on the 
continent in at least five centuries, 
according to a study appearing this 
week in the journal Science. Record 
temperatures were recorded in most 
of the major cities of Europe last 
summer, with many readings over 
100 degrees Fahrenheit. Authorities 
have attributed thousands of deaths

EGYPT 

Government; Brother of 
Al Qaeda’s No. 2 in Custody 

Egypt acknowledged Thursday 
that it is holding Mohammed al-

Water Woes Lead 
To Investigation 


Arlington starts tests 
for contamination 
at elementary schools 

WASHINGTONIAs the city received 
an initial donation of 3,000 water 
filtration pitchers, officials of the 
District of Columbia Water and 
Sewer Authority on Thursday 
appointed a former prosecutor to 
investigate their handling of elevat- 
ed lead levels in the water supply. 

Meanwhile, across the Potomac 
River, Arlington County, Va., began 
testing the water in elementary 
schools, after lead levels in some 
homes were found to exceed gov- 
ernment action levels. 

Results are expected late next 
week on water samples taken 
Thursday at Arlington’s elemen- 


tary schools. Officials said similar 
tests would be run Friday at sec- 
ondary schools. 

The WASA board of directors 
retained a Washington law firm 
and two academic experts to do 
the investigation. Eric H. Holder, 
Jr., a former U.S. Attorney for D.C. 
and former deputy attorney general, 
will head the investigation. 

The investigation is expected to 
be completed and results published 
in 60 days. 

Two -hundred of the water fil- 
tration units were earmarked for 
delivery to licensed home day-care 
centers. 

The rest will be distributed to 
homes with children under age 6 
and women who are pregnant or 
breast-feeding — groups considered 
at high risk, chevetta gilmore (ap)

Regulating the Final Frontier 


House approves guidelines for spaee tourism 


WASHINGTON | Out- of-this -world 
vacations moved a step closer to real- 
ity Thursday with House passage of 
legislation setting guidelines for the 
future space tourism industry. 

Rep. Sherwood Boehlert, R-N.Y., 
chairman of the House Science 
Committee, said that while he first 
thought the legislation was “a little 
flighty,” he came to realize that “this 
is about a lot more than joy rides in 
space. This is about the future of the 
U.S. aerospace industry.” 


Laws already exist to regulate 
private sector space endeavors such 
as satellite launches, but there is 
no legal jurisdiction for regulating 
commercial human spaceflight. 

American businessman Dennis 
Tito in 2001 became the world’s first 
space tourist when he paid $20 mil- 
lion to ride a Russian rocket to the 
international space station. 

The House bill, which passed 
402-1, gives regulatory authority 
over human flight to the Federal 


Aviation Administration’s Office of 
Commercial Space Transportation. 

To make it easier for companies 
to test new types of reusable subor- 
bital rockets, the bill gives the office 
the authority to issue experimental 
permits that can be obtained more 
quickly than licenses. The office also 
must come up with regulations for 
crews pertaining to training and 
medical conditions. Tourists would 
have to be told of the risks. 

The bill now goes to the Senate. 
The dissenting vote was Rep. Ron 
Paul, R-Texas. jim abrams (ap)

The New LeBron 


Dwight Howard is the latest high sehool sensation — without the hype 


BASKETBALL I Dwight Howard is 
this year’s LeBron James — on the 
court, at least. 

Like James, Howard spent his 
senior season as a can’t-miss pros- 
pect expected to jump from high 
school to the NBA. His stats are 
impressive, his skills varied, his 
potential limitless. 

And yet, the 6 -foot-11 Howard is 
quick to deflect praise, and he has 
none of the star trappings enjoyed 
a year ago by James. Howard drives 
to school in a 1984 Crown Victoria 
his father bought for $900, a far cry 
from the custom-made Hummer 
that James received as a gift from 
his mother while in high school. 

And Howard doesn’t receive 
anywhere near LeBronesque 
attention. 

Just this week. Sports Illustrated 
splashed a high school basketball 
star on its cover — and it wasn’t 
Howard. Instead, the magazine 
chose Sebastian Telfair, a cousin 
of New York Knicks point guard 
Stephon Marbury. 

In February, Telfair’s Lincoln 
High School from Brooklyn, N.Y., 
beat Howard’s Southwest Atlanta 
Christian Academy (SACA) from 
Atlanta, Ga. Telfair, who has com- 
mitted to Louisville, also might 
skip college and go straight to the 
NBA. 

If he bypasses college, Howard 
might end up playing for his local 
NBA team, just like James did 
when going from Akron, Ohio, to 
the Cleveland Cavaliers as the No. 
1 overall draft pick. 

The Atlanta Hawks are headed 
for the NBA draft lottery, and they 
probably would have a hard time 
passing up Howard if they got a 
chance to take him.

When he talks about his whirl- 
wind senior season — filled with 
a national schedule similar to the 
one James played a year ago — 
he’s most proud of the exposure 
his teammates are getting. 

“This season — and what we’ve 
been able to do — is something 
they’ll never forget,” Howard said. 
“I’ll probably go on and do most of 
this stuff later in my career, but 
for some of these guys, this is it. 
I’m glad they got some attention 
and got to spend some time in the 
limelight.” 

But NBA scouts are focused on 
Howard. 

Ryan Blake, assistant direc- 
tor of NBA Scouting, has seen the 
prep phenom play twice this sea- 
son. Blake is not allowed to discuss 
Howard’s court skills; he figures 
Howard knows whether it makes 
sense to turn pro. 

“He’s got a good hold on what’s 
going on, and he and his family have 
probably talked to all of the agents,” 
Blake said. “In my opinion, a kid 
should not go unless he’s going to 
be a high lottery pick. You see too 
many kids get hurt by going in the 
second round or not getting picked

Transgender golfer makes history at Aussie Open 


GOLF I Mianne Bagger was aware 
of all the attention on her at the 
Women’s Australian Open, and 
it took a while for her to calm 
down. 

After a year in which seven 
women competed in men’s tour- 
naments, Bagger made history 
Thursday as the first transsexual 
to play in a pro golf tournament. 

“I want to play professional golf 
and have the same opportunities as 
other women,” she said. 

Bagger struggled mightily, though, 
shooting a 12 -over 84 to drop 16 
strokes behind first-round leaders 
Laura Davies and Christina Kuld. 

Bagger was born a male in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, in 1966 
and began playing golf as an 8- 
year-old. 

Bagger got down to a 4-handi-

cap, but stopped playing golf in 
1992 to begin a transformation to 
a female with hormone therapy.

She won the South Australian 
State Championship for amateurs 
in 1999, 2001 and 2002, and turned 
pro last summer by joining the 
Danish PGA. 

Another transsexual, Renee 
Richards, faced some opposition 
when she played on the women’s 
tennis tour in the 1970s. Bagger, 
though, is being welcomed. 

“She’s a girl now, let her have a 
go,” Davies said. 

This event might be the only 
chance Bagger gets. 

The LPGA Tour, U.S. Golf 
Association and the Ladies European 
Tour have policies that players must

Redskins Welcome Portis 


Running back says he 
will be more valuable 
to team than Bailey 

PRO FOOTBALL I Clinton Portis 
received about TOO phone calls 
from NFL players when word 
got out that he was going to sign 
a $50 million contract with the 
Washington Redskins. 

The messages? “Tell ’em to 
come get me,” said Portis, relating 
the story Thursday at a news con- 
ference to announce his arrival in a 
trade that sent cornerback Champ 
Bailey to the Denver Broncos.

The Redskins added Bailey’s 


replacement Thursday, signing free- 
agent cornerback Shawn Springs for

Portis and Springs joined quar- 
terback Mark Brunell and defen- 
sive linemen Cornelius Griffin and 
Phillip Daniels as new acquisitions 
for the Redskins. 

Washington also re-signed 
linebacker Kevin Mitchell and 
long snapper Ethan Albright. 
Free -agent punter Tom Tupa and 
Indianapolis Colts linebacker 
Marcus Washington were sched- 
uled to visit, too, and negotiations 
continued with tight end Walter 
Rasby. 

Portis claimed that he would be 
more valuable to Washington than 
Bailey. “I have a chance to control 
what happens in the game,” said 
Portis. “I have the ball, and I’m the 
only one that knows what I’m going 
to do with it.”

Back in the Saddle 


In ‘Hidalgo/ an American horseman rides into the history books 


FI LM I Viggo Mortensen goes from 
ruling Middle- earth to racing across 
the Middle East in “Hidalgo,” a 
movie so retro it’s almost quaint. 

Mortensen plays cowboy Frank 
T. Hopkins. A famed long-distance 
rider, Hopkins competed with his 
mustang, Hidalgo, in a 3,000 -mile 
race across the Arabian desert in 
1890. And he was the unexpected 
winner of (and first American in) 
the event, known ominously as the 
Ocean of Fire. 

His story has resulted in a big, 
beautiful film that could have come 
out 40 years ago, full of horses and 
camels and scorpions, with blind- 
ing sun and brutal terrain. The 
American underdog is the unequiv- 
ocal good guy and all the Arabs are 
baddies, and there’s no doubt who 
will win in the end. 

But despite the sweeping vistas 
and dazzling sunsets, it’s hard not 
to be distracted by how derivative 
director Joe Johnston’s film is. 

“Lawrence of Arabia” obvious- 
ly springs to mind, especially with 
Omar Sharif playing the powerful

Sheikh Riyadh, against whose hors- 
es Hopkins is competing. 

Mortensen’s permanently cheeky 
manner is right out of the “Indiana 
Jones” movies; the character’s jour- 
ney from post-Wounded Knee ine- 
briation to self-possessed steeli- 
ness in a foreign land recalls Tom 
Cruise in “The Last Samurai,” which 
in turn recalled Kevin Costner in 
“Dances With Wolves.” 

A suffocating sandstorm and an 
attack of locusts are reminiscent 
of the Brendan Fraser “Mummy” 
movies. And, “Seabiscuit”- style, 
the rider is too big and the horse is 
too small, and no one thinks they 
can win. 

The race itself is the most boring 
part of a film that’s too often slug- 
gishly paced. After the riders bolt 
from the starting line at full speed 
and leave the spectators’ sight, they 
slow to a walk across the merciless 
expanses of sand. 

It’s hard to understand why Hopkins 
would subject himself to such tor- 
ture; John Fusco’s script doesn’t 
give Mortensen much to work with 

— he has to depend on his quiet 
intensity and rugged good looks. 
And the horse is no slouch at act- 
ing, either. You almost expect it to 
talk — it’s a Disney horse, after all 

— but the film is too staid and old- 
school to allow such a thing.

For now, you can sit back and 
watch the sporadically amusing 
familiarity of Ben Stiller and Owen 
Wilson bouncing off each other in 
“Starsky & Hutch.” 

It’s not so much a movie version 
of the 1970s buddy-cop TV show as 
it is “Zoolander” with guns. Here, as 
in that 2001 movie about dimwit- 
ted male models. Stiller plays the 
uptight guy who takes himself too 
seriously and Wilson plays the easy- 


going guy whom everyone likes. 

That these off-screen friends 
have established such an easy on- 
screen camaraderie is a good thing 
and a bad thing. They’re obviously 
comfortable with each other and 
they can be fun to watch, though 
the script amounts to little more 
than a series of sketches loosely 
held together by the grooves of a 
chicka-chicka-wa-wa soundtrack 
and the growls of Starsky ’s Gran 
Torino engine. 

Director Todd Phillips’s attention 
to detail is obsessive, from the bad 
perms and fu manchu mustaches 


to the 8 -track tapes and pimped- 
out Lincoln Continental that Snoop 
Dogg drives as Huggy Bear, Starsky 
and Hutch’s informant. 

There is a semblance of a plot, 
involving a murder and an unde- 
tectable new drug (“New Coke”), 


but what’s more important is the 
bond between the boys. 

If the TV show had a vague 
homoerotic vibe, the movie prac- 
tically outs them. Not that there’s 
anything wrong with that.

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Boy Wizard to 
Become Warlock? 


PUBLISHING I Harry Potter maybe 
set to grow up. 

Writer J.K. Rowling hinted 
that she may not stop at seven 
books about the adventures of 
the young wizard and may write a 
further installment featuring the 
adult Harry. 

In a live Web chat to mark 
World Book Day, Rowling — who 
has always insisted she’ll write 
only seven Potter books — was 
asked by a fan if she intended to 
write books about Harry after he 
leaves Hogwarts, the academy for 
wizards. 

“Probably not. But I’ll never 
say never because every time I do 
I immediately break the vow,” she 
replied. 

Rowling, whose wealth was 
recently estimated at $1 billion, 
is writing the sixth Potter book. 
The most recent installment is 
“Harry Potter and the Order of 
the Phoenix.” All the books have 
been published by Scholastic. 

“I can’t say when it will be 
released because that’s down to 
my publishers,” she said. “But it’s

going really well. I am loving writ- 
ing it.” 

She promised the latest book 
would include more romance for 
Harry, but hinted he would also face 
a terrible ordeal. She added that she 
planned to try a “completely differ- 
ent genre” of writing when she has 
finished the seventh book. 

More than 16,000 Potter fans 
submitted questions during the

50 FIRST DATES (PG-13, 96 minutes) 
Adam Sandler and Drew Barrymore star 
in a partlycharming, partly crass roman- 
tic comedy about a reformed womanizer 
courting a brain-damaged woman who 
can’t remember her suitor from one day 
to the next. Sure, there’s some gross-out 
humor, butthefilm — whose message is 
that love, likeantiperspirant, must be re- 
applied every day — is ultimately more 
sweet than sour. Call it a chick flick for 
guys. (MO) 

AGAINSTTHE ROPES (PG-13, 111 minutes) 
Thisformulaic boxing picture, based on 
the life of female boxing manager Jackie 
Kallen (spunky Meg Ryan), hits all the 
predictable marks. Naturally, Kallen has 
to overcome sexism and the underdog 
status of her chief fighter (Omar Epps) to 
achievethekind of victory we have been 
conditioned to from expect this sort of 
thing. They don’t make many boxing mov- 
ies about losers. (MO) 


BROKEN LIZARD’S CLUB DREAD (R, 103 

minutes) Even by its own low-ball stan- 
dards, this falls short. 

Thefive-man comedy 
troupe Broken Lizard 
opt for graphic gags 
instead of actual com- 
edy. Thetroupe’s2001 
“SuperTroopers” had 
its moments, but here 
no one — including the usual Broken 
Lizard gang as well as “real” actors 
Bill Paxton and Brittany Daniel — is 
the slightest bit motivated to work the 
humor, (dt) 

CONFESSIONS OF A TEENAGE DRAMA 
QUEEN (PG, 86 minutes) The only 
real drama — or comedy, for that mat- 
ter — in this antic tale of a 15-year-old 
Manhattanite (Lindsay Lohan) trying 
to cope with a move to the New Jersey 
’burbs is in the title. You say there’s no 
“comedy” in the title? Exactly. Only fit- 
fully amusingthanks to Lohan’s natural 
charisma, the movietellsthe liethat life 
is a series of fairy-tale happy endings 
where the unjust are punished and the 
just are really cute, (mo) 

DIRTY DANCING: HAVANA NIGHTS (PG- 
13, 87 minutes) Doesn’t begin to live up 
to the giddy energy, romance and ter- 
rific dancing of its progenitor. Indeed, 
the best thing about it is an incandes- 
cent but all-too-brief appearance by 
original “Dirty Dancing” star Patrick 
Swayze himself, (ah) 


THE DREAMERS (NC-17, 115 minutes) 
There’s so much frank sex and fron- 
tal nudity in Bernardo Bertolucci’s 
latest — a tale of friendship and more 
between an American student (Michael 
Pitt) and very close French twins — that 
some viewers might not notice that it’s 
also a movieabout ideas. Themes involv- 
ing the conflict between idealism and 
reality and the power of art to feed our 
souls percolate through the steam and 
give us something to think about as well 
as look at. (mo)

What sort of reaction have you 
received from these ads? 

The ads so far have been very 
positively received by people of all 
parties.

Bush’s use of Sept. II for his politi- 
cal gain is another sign of his sick 
disregard for individuals outside 
his political opinion. 

We obviously grieve with the 
families and victims of the 9/11 trag- 
edy. 9/11 is a shared tragedy that all 
Americans have faced and will con- 
tinue to face. Our policies related to 
the war on terrorism and the econ- 
omy must take this into account. It 
is totally appropriate to remember 
and acknowledge this event as we 
determine which candidate has the 
best policies to deal with the after- 
math of 9/11. 

Your current re-election ads imply 
that the world is simultaneous- 
ly less safe and yet more safe with 
the current president.
